Clackmannanshire (Siorrachd Chlacn Mhannamn in Gaelic, nicknamed 'the wee county'' I and sometimes cailec 
Clacks is one of too S2 ccal government council areas of Sootland, and a lieutenancy area, bordering Perth and 
Kinmfw, Stirllrn and Flip. 

Tie council area was cr eated bi * 996, under Ihe Local Qo/errmer etc (Scot ere) Act 1 99*-, with the boundaries of 
the *'omer C ackmannan district of the Central -egion The district had been created in 1 975, under the Local 
Government (Ssr land; Ant 1973 to irrlude the county n* Clackmannan and Vi.rkhart area ol the county of Perth. 

According to the legis etcr ol 1 996, Ihe counci area was to have the name, Clackmannan, of the former district, 
but this was changed to Clackmannanshire, by tne ccurcil using its own powers. 

In terms of population, it is the smallest council area in mainland Scotland, with a population of 49,000, around half 
of whom live in the main town , Al oe, which is the administmtve centre, having outg-own the town of C ackmannan 
in 1 822.

Frnm 1S7S, Clackmannan (from the Gaelic Ctaeh Mhanainn ’Sir re of Varan') was the 
name of a small lown and local government district in the Cent-al rsg on of Scotland 
corresponding to tea traditional count/ of Clacxm an nar shire, which was Scotland's 
smallest. The tnwn of Clackmannan ir 'Much rha Stnna • a prehistoric mnnnlth of 
probable cu te signficance in the Iror Age - remains, was the chief settemenl of its area 
from the Middle Ages (if not sa'leri, until supplanted from the seconc oaf cf the 1 Gth 
century ay the growing manufacturing tnwn nf Alina, nn ihe nnrth shore of the Firth cf Frrh. 

The medieval castle of Clackmannan Tcvrer (Historic Scolland) stands above the town and 
is a landmark vis tie for mary miles an jnd Dating from Ihe 1 4th century, though much 
altered, rhe tower is at present not open to the nuhlic, having been -endered dangerous by 
subsidence due to coal-mining (view from sxteror). 

"he Stone cf Manau stands by toe market cross and the surviving tower and west gable of 
the former hurgh tollbooth (hullt ate 17th century) in the centre of the old town. Manau nr Manaw was the rame cf rhe 
surrounding dislrct in the Dark Ages. 

"tie Local Government etc. (Scotland) Act 1SS4 transfered the name to a unitary authority witn toe same tcundares, but the 
authority nas subsequently re-adopted the traditional name nl Oarkmannanshi'e.

Manau was also the name of the land at the head of the 
River Forth. 1 his was part of the territory of the 
Oododdin, the descendants of the Iron Age Voladini. 
The stone siood in Lookabuolye Brae, to the south of 
Clackmannan. The River Forth was much wider than it 
is today and this place was quite close to the shore. 
Perhaps the people who lived nearby believed that the 
spoil of Manau lived in the stone and worshipped it in 
their religious festivals. 


The stone was moved later to Clackmannan Tower, but 
in 1S13 it was placed next to the Tolbooth on top of a 
huge stone block, brought from the Abbey Craig at 
Stirling by the Hruce family of Kennet and dragged to 
Clackmannan by sixteen strong horses.

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The young boy's desire to make equivalent the concept cf the Christian god he knew 
from Sunday School with the god at the centre of stories and songs told in his family 
home and at school is not altogether surprising. For the Isle of Man has long been 
associated with Manannan — spelled and pronounced without the fada in the Manx 
context — son of Lir, sea god and ruler of the Otherworld and keeper of the magic tools 
of the Tuatha d 6 Danann.
